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Orange County’s Other, Better 
Desalination Project 

A proposed Doheny Beach water project just might introduce responsible desalination to Orange County

D ana Point’s Doheny Beach, a 
strip of sand located just off 
Pacific Coast Highway, is one 
of the few places in South¬ 
ern California where you can go beach 
camping. It’s been popular for decades 
with sunbathers and families, who each 
weekend scramble to get first rights to the 
numerous fire pits that dot the beach just 
a few feet away from a parking lot that 
runs parallel to the water line. 

It’s also an unlikely home for what 
could be Southern California’s last, great 
hope for responsible desalination—the 
Doheny Ocean Desalination Project. 

The project, with roots goingback to 
the mid 2000s, was originally led by the 
Metropolitan Water District of Orange 
County (MWDOC) with partnerships 
with San Juan Capistrano, San Clemente, 
Moulton Niguel Water District, South 
Coast Water District and Laguna Beach 
County Water District. Because these 
water districts are located in a part of 
the county that isn’t fed by the Santa Ana 
River, there is little ground water avail¬ 
able to pump, and the districts have been 
forced to import nearly all their water. 

The program came to a pause in 2013 
after initial tests of the proposed desalina¬ 
tion project’s water-intake technology pro¬ 
duced positive results. Only two years into 
Southern California’s current drought, 
three of the five authorities decided to 
pull out of the project, most citing its $150 
million price tag. In addition, the water 
the plant would produce would cost more 
than water imported from the State Water 
Project or the Colorado River (currently, 
price estimates stand at $1,100 per acre- 
foot of water after a $250 per acre-foot 
subsidy from the Metropolitan Water 
District of Southern California. Imported 
water is set to cost $927 per acre-foot in 
2015, with costs projected to increase). 

After two more years of drought, how¬ 
ever, the project is finally moving forward. 
This time, desalination in Doheny Beach 
is being driven by the two remaining proj¬ 
ect participants—South Coast Water Dis¬ 
trict and the Laguna Beach County Water 
District, which together serve portions of 
Dana Point, Laguna Beach, San Clemente, 
San Juan Capistrano and unincorporated 
Orange County. Last week, the board of 
South Coast Water District approved a 
contract hiring a professional consultant 
to act as project manager and to start the 
permitting and environmental-study por¬ 
tion of the process. 

“Each of the entities—Moulton Niguel, 


San Juan Capistrano, San Clemente—had 
to make their own decisions based on 
their own determining factors,” says 
Andrew Brunhart, general manager of the 
South Coast Water District. Like much 
of South County, his district depends 
greatly on water from other parts of the 
state, importing 80 percent of the water 
it uses. However, South Coast operates 
both a water-recycling program that sup¬ 
plies 10 percent of the district’s water 
needs (recycled water is used for outdoor 
irrigation) and a Groundwater Recovery 
facility, which purifies brackish ground 
water in the San Juan Basin and, during 
a normal year, also provides an additional 
10 percent. But in September of last year, 
that facility had to cease operation due to 
increasing salt levels in the ground water 
caused by a lack of rain and snowmelt. 

The Doheny project would produce 
approximately 15 percent of South Coast’s 
water needs when the first phase of the 
project opens in 2021, with future capac¬ 
ity to provide up to 45 percent of the 
area’s potable war with further expansion. 

“It’s a local source of water. We have 
the property, and the phase three test 
results were successful,” Brunhart says. 
“It’s obvious that California is in a severe 
drought. This could be the new normal.” 

That’s a line often repeated by people 
trying to sell water authorities on expen¬ 
sive private development projects, but in 
South County’s case, the project actually 
makes perfect sense. For one, conserva¬ 
tion in the area is already high—in May 
2015, South Coast Water District reduced 


its water usage by 29 percent compared to 
2013, overshooting its 24 percent goal as 
determined by the State Water Resources 
Control Board. It would also produce 
water where it was actually needed, unlike 
the proposed Poseidon Resources Hun¬ 
tington Beach project, (see “Zombie Posei¬ 
don From Beyond the Grave,” March 13, 
2015). Instead of producing water in Surf 
City, pumping that water into the aquifer, 
pumping it back out, and then pumping it 
into pipes headed towards South County, 
the Doheny project’s future site is located 
near already existing water mains. 

“It’d go straight into the system,” Brun¬ 
hart says. “We would barely need to build 
any distribution systems. The only distri¬ 
bution we would need to build is the piping 
from the ocean to the plant and the minus¬ 
cule distance from the plant to the mains.” 

Even the necessary construction would 
be better for the environment and Dana 
Point residents than the Huntington 
Beach project’s, which would also require 
the Orange County Water District build 
and pay for their own distribution sys¬ 
tem. The Doheny plant as designed uses 
slant well water intakes, which are buried 
beneath the sea floor and draw water that 
is naturally filtered by sand and rock. This 
eliminates environmental concerns from 
sucking in marine life and also eliminates 
much of the pretreatment requirements of 
the source water. The brine that would be 
discharged from the plant would flow to 
a water treatment plant run by the South 
Orange County Wastewater Authority and 
be diluted before it returns to the ocean. 


But even if you don’t care about the 
environment, the numbers make more 
sense for rate payers. The project would 
cost an estimated $150 million to even¬ 
tually produce between 15 and 20 mil¬ 
lion gallons of potable water per day, 
depending on study results. Poseidon’s 
Huntington Beach project, which would 
produce 50 million gallons per day, costs 
approximately $700 million, not to men¬ 
tion the cost of building additional infra¬ 
structure. Though that $700 million sum 
would be privately financed, rate payers 
would eventually eat the cost through 
higher water rates. The projected cost of 
water from the Doheny project is $1,100 
per acre-foot after subsidies, which is 
approximately the same if not slightly 
cheaper than the pricing structure of 
Poseidon water in Orange County (not to 
mention the $1,800 per acre-foot Posei¬ 
don is charging San Diego). 

Brunhart argues that a locally- 
controlled, well-tested and municipally- 
owned project that won’t negatively or 
even noticeably impact the beach where 
it is located, is a no-brainer, especially 
given Southern California’s ongoing, epic 
drought. “In this particular period,” he 
says, “it is incumbent on all of us to find 
additional sources of water for the future 
of California.”

I feel as if my job can be 
easily replaced with an illegal worker who I 
can't compete with. Is this what is meant by 
"we shall overwhelm"? 

I don't mind helping out people who need 
work. But where can I go? Most restaurants are 
small businesses at which hiring illegal work¬ 
ers is part of the business plan. Where can I go 
to have my American Dream? I've also been 
called gringo, whitey and Pelon by illegals who 
it seems have never heard of civil rights.

a worker yelled at 23-year-old Joseph Jack- 
V son Jr. as he walked into the Jackson, Missis- 
I sippi, main public library on March 27,1961, 
to try to desegregate it. “You go back to your library!” 

Dozens of angry, white faces surrounded the slight, 
bespectacled, nervous student as he made his way to 
the information desk and into the front lines of war. In a 
couple of months, freedom riders would get arrested by 
the hundreds in the city; the following year, James Mer¬ 
edith tried to enroll at the University of Mississippi with 
the help of U.S. Marshals only to have a deadly riot erupt 
around him. The year after that saw Jackson weather a 
sit-in at Woolworth and the assassination of legendary 
activist Medgar Evers. And in 1964, the murder of three 
civil-rights workers brought in the federal government 
and led Nina Simone to pen her scintillating smackdown 
of the Magnolia State, “Mississippi Goddam.” 

Jackson knew those troubled times were ahead, but he 
had a job to do. Heart thumping wildly, his body getting 
numb, the Youth Council president for the local chapter of 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 


People (NAACP) recited his prepared words. “Ma’am, I 
want to know if you have this philosophy book,” he stam¬ 
mered to the stunned lady who had just told him to leave, 
in a voice that everyone at the library could hear. “I need it 
for a research project over at Tougaloo College,” the all¬ 
black Southern Christian school that Jackson attended. 

Eight other black students joined Jackson in ask¬ 
ing librarians for help, all at the same time. None of the 
librarians made any attempt to find the books, stalling 
while other staffers called police. Jackson and the others 
expected this. He walked away, plucked a book from a 
shelf and grabbed a seat. Meredith Anding, Samuel Brad¬ 
ford, Alfred Cook, Geraldine Edwards, Janice Jackson, 
Albert Lassiter, Evelyn Pierce and Ethel Sawyer followed. 
The sons and daughters of Dixie stared at them while 
they tried to nonchalantly read through the books; nerves 
made Sawyer hold hers upside-down. 

“When I saw the expressions on those white people’s 
faces, it was a hush,” recalls Jackson, now 78 years old. 

He stops, then chuckles. “This was the first time in Jack¬ 
son’s history that Negroes had ever entered their segre¬ 
gated, all-white public library.” 


A dozen police finally arrived and warned Jackson and 
his friends they were going to declare an unlawful assem¬ 
bly. They demanded to know the identity of the group’s 
leader; the students replied there wasn’t one. That was 
enough: The officers cuffed them and escorted them out 
of the library. The whites in the library didn’t do any¬ 
thing, still paralyzed by the audacity of the students. 

They soon became known as the Tougaloo Nine, 
and the sit-in made headlines across the nation. The 
action gave inspiration to the civil-rights movement and 
enraged segregationists, who shortly after doubled down 
on their vengeance. The students were on their way to 
becoming icons, heavyweights in the beautiful struggle. 
But less than a year later, Jackson disappeared from Mis¬ 
sissippi, moving west and never looking back. Research¬ 
ers eventually found him in Orange County, a place with 
a notoriously small African-American community that 
seems like the last place a soldier in the fight against Jim 
Crow would end up. 

“When I left Tougaloo College in the spring of’62,” he 
says, “nobody knew where Joseph Jackson Jr. was.” 

And most people still don’t.

G ray stubble rounds his chin, and 
glaucoma claims much of his 
eyesight these days, but Jackson 
looks far younger than the average 
septuagenarian. His Anaheim apartment 
feels like a black history museum: There's 
a portrait of Bob Marley and a Malcolm X 
plaque on the wall; books on jazz greats 
such as Billie Holiday are neatly stacked 
from the floor to the kitchen countertop. 
Above a flat-screen television in the living 
room rests a framed poster of a 2011 sym¬ 
posium that honored the 50th anniversary 
of the Tougaloo Nine. 

Jackson proudly sports a black Tougaloo 
Bulldogs T-shirt while recounting the jour¬ 
ney of his life in a cadence that hints at his 
past as an ordained minister. He was born 
on April 14,1937, to a domestic worker and 
a janitor in Memphis, Tennessee. Segrega¬ 
tion was an accepted part of life. One sum¬ 
mer, when Jackson was 10, he remembers 
a bus trip back from Mississippi, where 
his maternal grandparents lived. While 
he and his mother rested in the “colored” 
waiting area in Clarksdale, the Greyhound 
bus driver approached them. “I don’t 
know what was said, but the... driver, a 
big, burly, red-faced man, hit my mother in 
the face, knocking her down to the gravel 
road,” Jackson says matter-of-factly. ‘When 
I ran to her, she had a bleeding mouth.” 

There was no police report, no justice; 
instead, they got on the bus and took 
their seats—in the back, of course. “That 
just really reinforced a certain amount of 
hatred for all white people at that age,” 
Jackson says. “It added also to the hurt and 
the pain that I suffered during those years.” 

School didn’t help much, with most 
teachers belittling Jackson and his fellow 
black students, telling them that whites 
were superior. But at Booker T. Washing¬ 
ton High School in Memphis, an English 
teacher told Jackson something that 
altered his life. “White people may hate the 
color of our skin, but you get an education, 
and that is something that they will never 
ever be able to take away,” Jackson recalls 


her saying. “From then on, I vowed to chal¬ 
lenge the Jim Crow system of segregation.” 

The opportunity to make history came 
almost as soon as Jackson enrolled at 
Tougaloo College, a hotbed of civil-rights 
activism about 10 miles north of Jack- 
son. The philosophy and religion major 
attended a NAACP Youth Council meeting 
in September 1960; there, he met Medgar 
Evers, the man who’d become his mentor. 
Even though he was a newcomer, Jackson 
impressed fellow members enough that 
they voted him president, replacing a rev¬ 
erend who had just been jailed for helping 
to organize an Easter boycott of white- 
owned businesses in the region. 

Evers took a liking to Jackson, teaching 
him the finer points of peaceful activ¬ 
ism, as Mississippi activists waited for 
their turn in the civil-rights movement. 
While sit-ins, boycotts and desegregation 
lawsuits bloomed across the South, few 
tried to challenge the might of Jim Crow 
in the land of Ole Miss. Exactly who came 
up with the idea of choosing Jackson’s 


whites-only public library as the initial 
battlefield remains a mystery, but Evers 
and other activists agreed a sit-in at the 
state capital was a great way to announce 
that the movement had arrived. 

Starting in December 1960, Evers made 
the Tougaloo Nine undergo withering 
training in the sanctity of Woodworth 
Chapel, the center of the college’s campus 
and a hub for civil-rights activism. Night 
after night for several months, the Nine’s 
fellow Youth Council members took turns 
screaming at them: “Nigger, what are you 
doing in here?” “Get out of here, nigger; 
you don’t belong here!” 

Evers monitored the practice runs. “Do not 
retaliate,” he cautioned Jackson and the oth¬ 
ers. “Follow the principles of nonviolence.” 

“Getting to know Medgar, he was 
already an energetic man who was com¬ 
mitted to bringing about integration in 
public facilities.” Jackson says. “We fol¬ 
lowed Medgar’s plan to a T.” 

When the time came for the actual 
protest, it happened in such a blur—and 
without the anticipated racial terror—that 
Jackson recalls settling in only after his 
arrest. “That’s when your mind is telling 
you, ‘Now look what you’ve done,”’ he says. 

The NAACP promised to post bond 
upon their incarceration, but they stayed 
behind bars overnight. “Reflecting back on 
Emmett Till, the history of lynching con¬ 
nected with Mississippi, the later it got that 
night, I was in fear of my life,” Jackson says. 

He began rehearsing a script he’d say 
to the Ku Klux Klan if they came for him: 
“Please, Mr. Klansman, don’t hang me. I 
have a wife and two little children in Mem¬ 
phis, Tennessee, and if you release me this 
night, I promise you that I will never, ever 
come back here to Jackson, Mississippi, 
and violate your Jim Crow laws.” 

But one of his Tougaloo classmates gave 


him a reality check about the group’s lack 
of mercy: ‘Well, that sounds very good, but 
you know what the Klansman would say? 
‘Nigger, you should’ve thought of that before 
you entered our segregated public library!”’ 

Jackson and the others stayed in jail 
until the following evening. They didn’t 
know it at the time, but the sheriff had set 
them up for a possible lynching by conve¬ 
niently disappearing, a fact Jackson didn’t 
learn until 2005, when he read The Auto¬ 
biography of Medgar Evers. “I was mad 
as hell!” Jackson says. “That was always 
the behavior of the racist white people in 
charge, especially in law enforcement.” 

The following day, the Nine walked 
into a municipal courtroom to enter their 
guilty pleas, each facing fines of up to 
$500 and up to six months in jail. Just 
a few blocks away, thousands of whites 
marched through the city streets celebrat¬ 
ing the centennial of the Confederacy and 
holding what organizers claimed was the 
world’s largest Stars and Bars. Outside 
the courthouse, 100 blacks gathered to 
applaud the Nine, only to have police club 
the crowd. (Evers got pistol-whipped.) But 
the Nine got lucky; just a $100 fine and a 
30-day suspended sentence for each one. 

Though the desegregation action was 
small, its symbolic importance rever¬ 
berated across the South. The Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee 
(SNCC) sent a letter a couple of days later 
to Jackson, congratulating the Nine for 
“their dedication, which prompted such 
action on behalf of the rights of men, the 
spirit of nonviolence which motivated 
their actions, their courage and daring in 
challenging prevailing social customs, and 
their vision of a free society which makes 
possible this Student Movement.” 

That would be the height of Jackson’s 
civil-rights career—and the end. A few 

















months later, his son fell terribly ill with a 
stomach virus back in Memphis. His wife, 
Clara, suffered financial hardships, the 
medical bills piling up. Jackson dropped 
out of college in early 1962. 

“I had to come back home,” he says. 
“That’s how it all ended for me at Tougaloo.” 

W ith a young family to feed, Jack- 
son worked at numerous odd 
jobs in Memphis for a couple of 
years, resigned to never finishing 
college. But the activist in him was always 
just beneath the surface: He decided to 
get out of the South for good after a white 
supervisor belittled him at a television¬ 
manufacturing plant. In February 1968, 
Jackson left Memphis, leaving his fam¬ 
ily behind, for Southern California. His 
sister-in-law and her husband, head of 
the bachelor officers’ quarters at El Toro 
Marine Corps Air Station, had just bought 
a home in Santa Ana. He knew nothing 
about Orange County—didn’t know that 
it was created by Dr. Henry W. Head, 
a fellow Tennessean who happened to 
belong to the Klan; that the magnolia trees 
in downtown Santa Ana were planted 
by ex-Confederates wistful for the Lost 
Cause. But he quickly realized that he and 
his in-laws were anomalies. “I was really 


concerned about not seeing any black 
people,” he says. “Someone told me, ‘This 
is John Birch territory,’ and I replied, 
‘What? What? You gotta be kidding!”’ 

One night, while grocery shopping, 
Jackson learned that Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. had been assassinated in his 
hometown. Greatly upset, he says part of 
him wanted to jump back into the move¬ 
ment, but Jackson felt a stronger urge 
to make enough money to send for his 
family—better for them to live in black¬ 
less Orange County than in the South. 

He went to the Santa Ana post office and 
passed exams to become a letter carrier or 
a custodian. “But that’s when a light bulb 
went off,” Jackson said. He chose less 
money doing custodial work for a chance 
to finish his college degree. 

With a steady income, Jackson looked 
around Santa Ana for an apartment. He 
found a duplex for rent in a nice neighbor¬ 
hood north of 17th Street, which divided 
the city along ethnic and class lines. A 
white woman came to the door after he 
knocked a few times. “I’m sorry, sir, I just 
rented the other side of my house,” she 
told him. “I’m sure you’ll be able to find a 
place for your family across 17th Street.” 

Jackson wasn’t in the South anymore,

but his old instincts kicked in. A couple of 
days later, he passed by the duplex again. 
“That damn ‘For Rent’ sign was still up!” 
Jackson says. “I knew the name ‘Orange 
County’ carried some kind of racial- 
prejudice overtones with it. What I didn’t 
like about it, as opposed to the South, was 
it was so subtle, but you knew it existed.” 
He eventually found an apartment in the 
city and relocated his family that summer. 

At the time, Orange County’s tiny Afri¬ 
can-American community was coming into 
its own. A small enclave lived in Laguna 
Beach; in Santa Ana, the Black Panthers set 
up an office and organized food drives. In 
1967, the Supreme Court ended housing 
discrimination with Reitman v. Mulkey, 
which involved an African-American 
couple who tried to rent an apartment in 
Santa Ana and were denied, just as Jackson 
had been. Two years later, riots engulfed 
the city after a white teen told a black girl, 
“Why don’t you black niggers keep quiet?” 
during a movie screening; the aftermath 
led to the creation of the Orange County 
Human Relations Commission. 

But Jackson knew none of this, focusing 
instead on going back to school, redeem¬ 
ing his dream and bettering his family. “To 
me, I was still breaking down barriers the 
same way I broke down racial barriers in 
Mississippi,” Jackson says. “I never aban¬ 
doned civil rights. I’m civil rights.” 

Around OC, he was often the only black 
person wherever he was, unafraid to inte¬ 
grate churches or social events and dispel 
any stereotypes white people may have held. 
Jackson eventually enrolled at Cal State Ful¬ 
lerton in the spring of1969, attending class 
from morning until 1 p.m., then working as 
a janitor at the post office until midnight. 
During Jackson’s first semester, a professor 
put the class midterm exam grades on the 
chalkboard and handed out the test papers 
face-down. There were four A’s, nine B’s, 15 
C’s, and one D. Jackson was convinced that, 
as the lone black, that D belonged to him. 
“That’s when I really began seeing how dev¬ 
astating that socialization can be when you 
know you’re not inferior but trip back and 
believe it again,” he says. 



He didn’t get the D. 

He got his bachelor’s in sociology from 
Cal State Fullerton in 1971. The degree 
helped land him a job with the county 
as a career-development officer. The 
following year, Jackson started a better¬ 
paying position at the Los Angeles County 
Department of Probation, working with 
juveniles. After divorcing Clara in 1975, he 
married a white woman from Hunting- 
ton Beach, getting stares wherever they 
went for the rest of their marriage. That 
amused him more than anything. “All of 
us don’t shuffle,” Jackson says. “All of us 
don’t scratch where we don’t itch!” 

Jackson raised his children in OC, 
worked, attended church and sang at 
social events—including a contest at 
Anaheim’s Melodyland, for which he 
appeared in a full-page advertisement in 
the Orange County Register that asked, 
“Will Joe Jackson sing his way to Hol¬ 
lywood?” He never talked about his past, 
and rarely thought about it. It seemed 
genteel suburban life had claimed another 
radical—but then Jackson began making 
music with his grandson. 

W hen Jackson retired from his job 
in 2002, he could finally reflect 
on his past. “That has always 
been very painful for us,” Jack- 
son says. “Even now, very few people 
know of what we did.” 

As a grandfather with soulful vocals, he 
spent afternoons in Anaheim telling his 
grandson, Joseph Marcus Jackson IV, about 
the sit-in while the two laid down hip-hop 
tracks. “Through the time we shared, I got 
reintroduced to his journey,” Marcus says. 
Curiosity about his granddad eventually led 
him to finding his booking photo online. 
“He’s seen pictures before,” Marcus says. 
“But when I showed him the mug shot, it 
really gave him those flashbacks.” 

As the decades passed, interest had 
grown in the Tougaloo Nine’s story, but 
Jackson’s whereabouts remained some¬ 
thing of a mystery. “He dropped out of 
the scene, and, in fact, the Tougaloo Nine 
demonstration fell off the map not too 
long after it happened,” says Michael 
O’Brien, author of We Shall Not Be Moved: 
The Jackson Woolworth’s Sit-In and the 
Movement It Inspired. Slowly but surely, 
the library demonstration took its right¬ 
ful place in the pantheon of important 


























































civil-rights events. A commemoration 
of the 50th anniversary of the sit-in took 
place at Woodworth Chapel in 2011 with 
all surviving Nine except Jackson, whom 
organizers couldn’t locate. Footage of the 
symposium appeared on YouTube, which 
surprised his stepson who had never 
heard of his stepfather’s connection to 
civil-rights activism. 

Jackson didn’t learn about the sympo¬ 
sium until his ex-wife mentioned it to him. 
“It brought back memories to when I was 
there at Tougaloo in Woodworth Chapel,” 
Jackson says. “I was proud to learn that 
the others had become professionals in 
their respective fields. We all made it!” 

The celebration inspired Jackson to 
reconnect with his own history. He called 
his old college, and they sent him the same 
afghan they had handed out to the other 
remaining Nine at the event. Later that 
year, O’Brien tracked Jackson down for a 
forthcoming book on the Tougaloo Nine 
he’s writing; the two talked by phone for 
four hours straight. “I was overwhelmed 
with joy because, finally, our story will be 
told in the form of a book,” Jackson says. 

Last year, Jackson finally returned to Tou¬ 
galoo after 52 years. His son, Joseph Marico 
Jackson III, had seen a documentary about 
a SNCC worker in Mississippi that recon¬ 
ciled with a Klansman who assaulted him 
in 1965. Marico was the same son whose 
illness forced Jackson to leave Tougaloo so 
many years ago. The assailant in the film 
turned out to be the son of Evers’ murderer, 
Byron De La Beckwith. “I saw the annual 


Medgar Evers Parade in the documentary,” 
Jackson says. “I had to go to that!” 

Father and son flew back to the city of 
Jackson in time for the June 7 parade. The 
movement had radically changed the Mis¬ 
sissippi Jackson remembered. He took 
pictures next to every signage emblazoned 
with “Jackson-Evers International Airport,” 
in tribute to his mentor. Just staying in a 
Holiday Inn Express free of any color lines 
showed Jackson his sole civil disobedience 
from so long ago had done something. 

Before the festivities, Jackson met 
Charles Evers, Medgar’s older brother, at 
his radio station. He attended the Medgar 
Evers Foundation Banquet and took pho¬ 
tos with his former mentor’s widow and 
daughter. The next day, Jackson and his 
son rode in the parade as honored guests. 
The trip also brought him back to Touga¬ 
loo College and the pews of Woodworth 
Chapel. “This is closure,” Jackson says in 
a home video made by Marico. 

But one place Jackson didn’t visit 
was the library he helped to integrate; 
there just wasn’t any time. The follow¬ 
ing month, the executive director of the 
Jackson-Hinds Library System invited 
him and the rest of the remaining Touga¬ 
loo Nine members to attend a celebration 
of their sit-in. A medallion and a re-enact¬ 
ment by nine aides at the Eudora Welty 
Library awaited, but Jackson’s worsening 
glaucoma caused him to miss out. Staff 
mailed him an honorary medallion along 
with a DVD of the day’s event. 

Jackson doesn’t regret the missed 
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chances in his life, but he’s trying to make 
up for lost time. He recently approached 
Cal State Fullerton and offered up his 
story to the African American Studies 
department; while they expressed interest, 
nothing has yet happenned. The school is 
barely blacker than when he attended—the 
current black student body numbers 813, 
just 2 percent of the school’s enrollment, 
a figure that’s nearly in line with the per¬ 
centage of African-Americans in Orange 
County. And Jackson doesn’t want to just 
tell his story, but also that of Evers, the 
man he still refers to as “my leader.” 

“It’s very painful right now for me to 


have those thoughts because Evers was a 
courageous man,” he says, pausing to dot 
tears with a handkerchief. “After his assas¬ 
sination, and having concealed this history 
within myself, now knowing how great this 
man was, I’ve got to speak on his legacy.” 

He says this as his hand glides across a 
glass tabletop, searching for the box that 
holds the medallion engraved with his 
name, marking what the Tougaloo Nine 
did so long ago. 

‘You can call it fate, the Zeitgeist, destiny 
or whatever you want,” Jackson says. “This is 
the greatest honor I could’ve ever received.”

Plan on Plantains 

Arepas, empanadas and plantains abound with Cesar’s Bistro’s Nuevo Latino menu

W e’re at Cesar’s Bistro, sit¬ 
ting on lime-green plastic 
chairs under a fluttering 
umbrella as the synco¬ 
pated rhythms of a Willie Colon song 
pulse through the air. I’m sipping mint 
lemonade from a sweaty mason jar, and 
she’s petting our dog, who’s yawning on 
her lap. This is Long Beach, but if I close 
my eyes, it could be Miami or at least 
Spanish Harlem. I think the salsa music 
has something to do with it. It might also 
be the fried sweet plantains we’re nibbling 
as an appetizer. What is it about the ripe 
fruit that it only takes a deep fry to turn 
it into something sweeter and more deli¬ 
cious than the most complicated bananas 
Foster recipe? Cesar’s Bistro dazzles with 
its plantain dish not because it drizzles 
house-made sour cream on top, then dusts 
it with cinnamon, as some South Ameri¬ 
can recipes dictate, but because it serves it 
hot and crusted with the fruit’s own natu¬ 
ral caramel—a food that always reminds 
me of Puerto Rico, Dominican Republic 
and Jamaica, where almost every meal I 
ate included them in some way or another. 

More plantains come when the Colom¬ 
bian calentao arrives. This time, they aren’t 
sweet, but crispy, golden-fried and scat¬ 
tered in little pieces around the calentao’s 
sculpted column of rice and beans. The 
bistro calls these nuggets “Crushed Carib¬ 
bean Plantains.” Depending on where 
you’re from, you might know them better 
as tostones, patacones or platanos verdes 
fritos. The unripened fruit is fried, then 
flattened into discs, then fried again—proof 
the plantain, not the banana, is “Quite Pos¬ 
sibly, The World’s Perfect Food®.” 


We carve spoonfuls from the calentao 
and think it’s almost like fried rice. It’s a 
dish pulled together from last night’s left¬ 
overs—if your leftovers happen to consist 
of beans, rice, pieces of some hot-dog-like 
sausages, pulled pork and corn. It goes 
well with the tostones and the otherwise- 
forgettable salad on the side. But it’s those 
tostones that link together nearly every 
main course we eat at Cesar’s Bistro this 
lovely afternoon. The restaurant bills itself 
as “New Latin American,” which means 
it’s a cover band to the cuisines of the 
region. It cooks Peruvian aji de gallina, 
Cuban ropa vieja, and a pan-seared fish 
slathered with a creamy red-pepper sauce 
dubbed “Cartagena-style.” And each dish 
gets two coaster-sized rounds of tostones. 
The kitchen even piles the ropa vieja on 
top of a toston, crowning it with sour 
cream and guacamole as though a tostada. 

The aji de gallina is especially good. 

The cumin-tinted yellow pile of shredded 
chicken turns out to be three times spicier 
than the last time I ordered it at an actual 
Peruvian restaurant. Best yet, it comes with a 
scrumptious mound of rice that reminds me 
of the grains that come with Hainan chicken. 
The slightly dull chicken Milanesa—which 
is a dead ringer for Olive Garden’s chicken 
Parm, with melted cheese and red sauce 
gilding the breaded chicken breast—gets the 
same rice as well as a drab bowl of beans. 

If Cesar’s has a specialty, it’s the empa¬ 
nadas. The kitchen produces four kinds: 
spicy ground beef and potato; ham, cheese 
and pineapple; a veggie with spinach; and 
a spicy sausage. Chefs crimp the doughy 
edges with a special press that embosses 
“Cesar’s Bistro” on them. And each table 


has a placard that advertises the empa¬ 
nadas are available for pre-order in party 
trays. We order a few, but I prefer the 
crispier empanadillas filled with lobster 
and shrimp. Unlike the empanadas, these 
tinier crescents are made of the same 
corn-cake material the kitchen uses to 
make the house arepas. And my, what 
they do with arepas! Cesar’s scatters 
them throughout the menu, but there’s 
an arepa stuffed to nearly overflowing 
with ropa vieja, caramelized onions and 
pineapple chutney as a main course. We 
begin to eat it with our hands as though a 
pulled-pork sandwich. But soon, we take 
to it with a knife and fork. The structural 
integrity of an arepa this size is tenuous at 
best, but Cesar’s ignores this fact. It even 
constructs a Wagyu burger complete with 
cheese and bacon crammed in between 
a split arepa. Though I didn’t order it, its 
heft almost guarantees it would fall apart. 

Cesar’s also offers an unsplit arepa in its 
Monster Breakfast, which turns out to be a 
sampler of the best things it makes served 
on a plate with a thin omelet and bacon. 
Included is one of any empanada, a cheese- 
and-hogao-sauce covered arepa, and the 
chorizo, a splayed-open length of house- 
made sausage with flecks of chiles in it. 
This sausage, I discover, can also be had in 
a sandwich called choripan and is so good 
it’s the reason to eat at Cesar’s, even if there 
were no salsa music or fried plantains.

O verthe past decade, Orange has 
turned into the barbecue capital 
of OC. From the down-home grub at 
Smokey Fred's to the epic platters at 
Smoqued to the eternally delicious 
Johnny Rebs', mainstream respectability 
of Lucille's, old-school charm at the Tulsa 
Rib Co. and so many more, few cities 
take their 'cue more seriously—and all 
of us are better for it. 

But the city's best low-and-slow meat 
isn't even American. El Torito Nuevo is 
hidden behind a Michaels, of all things, 
and anchors a strip mall that consists 
of a car-radio store, a laundromat and a 
Mexican supermarket. The only custom¬ 
ers it attracts are residents of the shabby 
apartments down the street that end 
just against the 55. El Torito seems like 
a standard taqueria, with good combo 
plates and a great aguas frescas selec¬ 
tion that rotates throughout the week. 

But here is also barbecue unlike any 
you've ever had: barbacoa de borrego 
estilo Texcoco, lamb barbecue from the 
Mexican state legendary for making 
lamb into an ethereal wonder. 

An order gets you a mound of shred¬ 
ded borrego, many chunks glistening 
with rivulets of fat at their edge. On the 
side, the waitress gives you tortillas, 
onions, cilantro, salsa, and a bowl of 
consome made from the lamb's drippings 
and garbanzo beans. It's up to you to 
decide howto eat the borrego (you can 
make at least six bulky tacos from it), but 
just eating it piece by piece, splashing 
just a bit of green salsa on each bite, is 
like munching on life itself—intensely 
gamy, supremely soft, magnificent. 

The only thing that tops it is the actual 
consome, musky and earthy and meal 
enough to take you into the evening. 

All this said, the real Gs will go for 
the montalayo de borrego—lamb hag¬ 
gis, with the offal minced and mixed 
with chiles, then cooked in the lamb's 
stomach. It's barbacoa that reaches 
100, so intense it makes a steak from 
Fleming's seem as flimsy as carpaccio. 
Nothing against the other barbecue 
joints in town, but learn something from 
the masters at El Torito Nuevo: Mexicans 
invented barbecue, after all.

Let’s Hear It for the 
Indefensible

Laugh and laugh with Seth MacFarlane’s Ted2

S ome movies are indefensible, 
and Ted 2 is one of them. Not 
only is this a movie about 
a libidinous, foul-mouthed 
stuffed bear, but it’s also the sequel to an 
earlier movie about a libidinous, foul- 
mouthed stuffed bear. But I laughed and 
laughed at Ted 2—as I did at the 2012 
Ted—and I can hardly tell you what that 
says about me, let alone about you. Will 
you laugh at Ted 2? That depends. The 
picture is somewhat ungainly. It put¬ 
ters along, occasionally attempting to be 
about something bigger than itself and not 
really succeeding. But if you’re in the right 
frame of mind and willing to give yourself 
over to its unapologetically idiotic id, it 
has the power to shake something loose in 
you. We all claim to long for smart com¬ 
edy, but is it possible that puerile audacity 
is its own kind of intelligence? Or, to put it 
another way, this is your only chance this 
summer to watch Mark Wahlberg attempt 
to steal sperm from Tom Brady. 

Ted 2, as with its predecessor, was 
directed and co-written by Seth MacFar- 
lane, who also provides the voice of the 
bear known as Ted—his diction has plenty 
of burly swagger, straight out of Southie, 
marked by those peculiarly elongated and 
flattened vowels that turn the thing most 
of us know as a “car” into a “caah.” Ted 2 is 
not above turning human beings into cari¬ 
catures; hell, it’s all about turning human 
beings into caricatures, poking fun, as 


the first movie did, at Boston lunkheads 
in particular. This time around, though, 
MacFarlane is going for something bigger: 
In the opening scene, Ted gets hitched to 
his lady love, Tami-Lynn (Jessica Barth); 
months later, there’s trouble in paradise, 
and in a classic comedy setup ripped 
straight from the misguided motivations 
of real life, the two decide that having a 
child will fix their marriage. 

Forget that Ted doesn’t have the neces¬ 
sary physical attributes to get his wife 
pregnant; it turns out Tami-Lynn can’t 
conceive anyway. When the two try to 
adopt, the authorities decree that Ted 
isn’t a human being, but rather “property.” 
MacFarlane treats Ted’s battle for person- 
hood as a civil-liberties issue, analogous to 
gay-marriage rights: Talking bears should 
be able to marry and have families, too. 

They should, of course, but luckily, Mac¬ 
Farlane doesn’t stretch that slender meta¬ 
phor too thin. The gags mostly revolve 
around pot smoking and rampant, joyful 
use of the F-word—the latter flows from 
Ted’s CGI’d lips as freely and breezily as a 
scull skimming along the Charles. Mean¬ 
while, Ted’s human sidekick, John (Wahl¬ 
berg), mopes around—his marriage to Mila 
Kunis’ character, from the first movie, has 
ended in divorce—but is revivified by the 
charms of the young lawyer who takes 
Ted’s case, Amanda Seyfried’s Samantha. 
Unbeknownst to all, the first film’s nefari¬ 
ous, unbalanced villain Donny (Giovanni 


Ribisi) lurks in the shadows, once again 
mounting an evil bearnapping scheme. 

That’s one plot point too many, but it 
still doesn’t dim the crude exuberance of 
MacFarlane’s film, which is, after all, just 
a delivery receptacle for raunchy jokes 
and cockeyed societal observations. As 
comedy masterminds go, MacFarlane 
is a strange success story: He amassed a 
healthy following with Family Guy, and 
if Ted hadn’t been such a huge hit, there 
wouldn’t be a Ted 2. But MacFarlane 
isn’t walking on easy street: Most crit¬ 
ics hated his oddball western-comedy 
hybrid, A Million Ways to Die in the West, 
with its gonzo elliptical jokes. And many 
will never forgive him for the “We Saw 
Your Boobs” number at the 2013 Oscars, 
obviously intended as a jab at the crass 
sixth-grade-level taste and inarticulate¬ 
ness of male moviegoers, but instead 
interpreted as the most heinous example 
of it. MacFarlane’s misfire elicited lots of 
wailing along the lines of “Instead of cel¬ 
ebrating the talent of these women, he’s 
insulting them by reducing them to body 
parts!” But face it: Singing, “Hail, women 
of Hollywood—we recognize your vast 
accomplishments, and we salute you!” 
just wouldn’t have had the same ring to it. 
MacFarlane’s “Boobs” number suggests 
he knows exactly what the women of Hol¬ 
lywood are up against, not that he’s blind 
to it. Comedy needs to push boundaries— 
how else can it get our attention? Even if 


MacFarlane sometimes pushes in what 
we perceive as the wrong direction, do we 
really want him, or anyone, to stop? 

MacFarlane’s comedy may not be 
sophisticated on its face, but the mecha¬ 
nisms behind it are delicately calibrated. 
Ted’s desperate efforts to make a baby 
with Tami-Lynn don’t begin with the 
attempted theft of Tom Brady’s sperm. 
Brady is a fallback choice; Ted and John 
first try to get some from Sam Jones—star 
of Mike Hodges’ underappreciated space- 
glam extravaganza Flash Gordon, which 
figured in the first Ted— but he refuses on 
the grounds that he has a sperm count of 
one. Yes, one, and he’s hanging on to it: “I’ll 
need it for protein if I ever get lost at sea.” 

You may not find that joke funny, but you 
can probably at least see the multiple layers 
lurking behind it. The funniest things here 
aren’t even the crudest. When Ted, John 
and Samantha try to get help from a hot- 
shot lawyer played by Morgan Freeman, 
Ted stares at him in trancelike silence, 
adrift on his dulcet tones. When he’s finally 
able to speak, the words that slip out are “I 
think I wanna sleep on a bed made of your 
voice.” There’s also a sight gag involving 
Ted’s discovery of, as well as disgust at, the 
amount of porn John has stashed on his 
computer. It’s not enough to just erase it, 
Ted tells his friend: They’ll have to smash 
the hard drive, and because not even that 
is enough to prevent recovery, they’ll need 
to bury the shards of the tainted laptop in 
Boston Harbor. The sequence lasts all of 
20 seconds, but it reaches a Looney Tunes 
level of ridiculousness. 

We haven’t even gotten to the Liam 
Neeson cameo—but you should see that 
for yourself. Ted 2 is bumpy and imper¬ 
fect; MacFarlane has lots of ideas, and he 
tries to squeeze too many of them in. But 
he does love musical numbers, and he 
includes two charming and lively ones, 
the first of which features Ted and a bevy 
of guy-and-gal Busby Berkeley-style danc¬ 
ers tapping away to Irving Berlin’s “Step- 
pin’ Out With My Baby.” Ted, dressed in 
his wedding tux, bounces along atop a 
row of top-hatted dancers, touching down 
so lightly that he doesn’t knock a single 
topper out of place—you can do that when 
you’re an animated bear. The number sug¬ 
gests the flip side to MacFarlane’s love of 
coarse humor: He likes a nicely cut suit, a 
whisper-light soft-shoe, an old song with 
a champagne kick. Maybe it’s time for him 
to retire the Ted concept and make a pic¬ 
ture in which he can put more of that sen¬ 
sibility to work. Ted movies may be like 
martinis and breasts—three’s too many, 
but two is just right.

ESCOBAR: PARADISE LOST Benicio 
del Toro looms on the poster for Escobar: 
Paradise Lost\n full hollow-eyed mus¬ 
tachioed grandeur, his deadly visage 
filling the sky above a teensy image 
of a white dude running along with a 
gun. What a surprise, then, to discover 
in the movie that the white dude (Josh 
Hutcherson, playing naive) is the star and 
del Toro's Pablo Escobar is something 
more like the weather. This is one of the 
greatest missed opportunities in recent 
cinema history: Del Toro looms more 
impressively on camera than he does 
in the marketing material, embodying a 
wicked man's perverse sense of family, 
honor, and self-interest. But he's scari¬ 
est when he's banal, watching soccer 
or reading The Jungle Book to a child, 
at terrifying ease even as his mind is 
on murder. Too bad Escobar's not about 
Escobar. The dreary first half plays like 
some Abercrombie & Fitch variant on an 
old-school men's-magazine fantasy of 
dangerous romance abroad: "I Married 
the Niece of a Colombian Gangster!" 
Hutcherson's Canadian surf-bro falls for 
Maria (Claudia Traisac), whose traits boil 
down to this: gorgeous niece of Escobar. 
Writer-director Andrea Di Stefano, an 
Italian actor, stages some of this nicely, 
employing multiple arresting setups within 
single shots, but neither he nor his actors 
hit upon how to connect this love story to 
an audience's hearts. Still, there's another 
shock to come. For a half-hour or so 
toward the end, Di Stefano whips up first- 
rate suspense, with Hutcherson's char¬ 
acter first ordered by Escobar to murder 
a campesino - and then endeavoring to 
escape Colombia when this mission goes 
bad. But these scenes, tense and sweaty, 
don't save a picture whose emphasis feels 
off from the start. (R) Alan Scherstuhl.

A LITTLE CHAOS The beauty of watching 
a soapy period piece as escapist "corset 
porn" is that its shortcomings can be 
ignored as long as the costumes and 
production design are sumptuous enough 
- or, as a trump card, the immortal Kate 
Winslet is the headliner. Reunited with 
her Sense and Sensibility co-star Alan 
Rickman (who also directs), Winslet out¬ 
classes this tidily simplistic, low-stakes 
historical fiction as the widowed Sabine 
de Barra, a landscape artist hired to build 
an outdoor garden ballroom at Versailles 
for the court of Louis XIV (Rickman). But 
it's real-life master landscaper and openly 
married love interest Andre Le Notre 
(a Fabio-locked Matthias Schoenaerts) 
who is staking his reputation on this rare 
female junior hire, a socially vulnerable 
commoner among the condescending 
whispers of the aristocracy. Appropriately 
hunky but neutered of the brute sexual¬ 
ity he exhibited in Bullhead anti Rust 
and Bone, Schoenaerts and his lack of 
bodice-busting tension with Winslet mir¬ 
rors the film's transparent, often anach¬ 
ronistic in authenticity: He's a modern 
Belgian using a regal British accent to 
play seventeenth-century French. There's 
barely any characterization, let alone the 
advertised chaos, but there is an easily 
resolved fit of jealousy and sabotage, 
a guilt-racked conscience revealed in 
traumatic flashback, and too many flower 
metaphors. (R) Aaron Hillis. Regency 
South Coast Village, Santa Ana.

Splooge Fest 

Bodily fluids and their respective orifices are on display at OCCCA’s exhibit, “Moist”

T he word moist, reminiscent of 
soggy underwear and crotch 
rot, is one of the world's most 
phonetically displeasing words. 
Ask your friends what they think of the 
word and watch them grimace. Better 
yet, Google it, if you don’t believe me. As 
the title of its new erotica exhibition, this 
makes Orange County Center for Contem¬ 
porary Art (OCCCA) either the bravest 
gallery in town, or one badly in need of a 
better marketing team. 

Curator Ginger Shulick Porcella is 
open about the lack of imagination and 
the overabundance of objectification in 
the works submitted during the gallery’s 
open call. While this seems a bit of front¬ 
loading on her part to avoid the inevitable 
criticisms, she’s done a respectable job of 
pruning out those offenders, and there 
are more than a handful of pieces in the 
show that have frisson, intelligence and a 
sense of humor. While there are too many 
derivative vaginal images—oysters, pome¬ 
granates and other yoni variations we’ve 
seen a dozen times before—the good thing 
is that it’s a quick in and out. 

Pun absolutely intended. 

The best in show are a painting and 
two photographs: Tissue Box, a black-and- 
white photo from Marc Kelly, is elegant 
and multilayered, its single Kleenex pok¬ 
ing from the box, stiff and at attention, 
the rippling paper suggesting vaginal 
folds as well as adolescent memories of 
soggy clean-ups. In her artist’s notes on 
the baroque-influenced Flood of Hope, 
Hadieh Afshani explains that her painting 
should be interpreted as a commentary 
on immigration, but the dimly-lit bed¬ 
room, light glowing under the door, the 
(as yet) unmade bed, and the glimpse of a 
woman’s reflection caught in the dresser 


mirror also offers us a solitary image of 
pre-coital anticipation and tension. Last, 
but not least, the yellow-framed triptych 
Slippery When Wet by Jenalee Harmon, 
a series of three of the same photo, rising 
from large to small, of a befoamed hand 
losing a bar of soap in an ejaculating arc of 
white is fairly brilliant. 

Ericka Hoffman’s video Thank You, 
Come Again is a brilliantly edited docu¬ 
mentation of a painting titled Relic. A 
pink canvas with a hole in the center—the 
painting wouldn’t have received a men¬ 
tion from me because it seems so obvious, 
but the video’s splooge of acrylic (accom¬ 
panied by the sound of goo splatting on 
paper), the fingering and smoothing of the 
paint around the hole like some glorious 
rim job, all intercut with hands moving 
behind an opaque shower curtain, is sur¬ 
prisingly hot. 

Penis reveals itself in a handful of 
pieces: Cindy Jackson’s massive polyure¬ 
thane male nude sculpture SexMan, inex¬ 
plicably sans erection, despite a condom; 
Courtney Gordon’s clever Anthony Weiner 
Dick Pic Portrait, a collage of tiny penises 
creating a portrait of the serial sexter and 
former U.S. representative. Matthew Con¬ 
way’s trio of photorealistic, color-penciled 
hipster male nudes are a real find: Tattoos, 
socks or shoes left on, unfortunate hair¬ 
cuts, facial hair and a variety of different 
body shapes honors men often ignored by 
mainstream aesthetes. 

In the weird category, Adrian Cox’s 
Whistler with Flowers ventures into Clive 
Barker/David Lynch/David Cronenberg 
territory with its portrait of a male body 
with a misshapen Joseph Merrick head, 
idly fingering a vaginal gash in his abdomen 
as nature explodes lushly from his shoulder 
and the area where his genitals should be. 


Christie Blizard’s Portraits and Plastic #2 
of the artist lying nude in the middle of a 
forest, a plastic bag over her head painted 
so that she resembles an abandoned fuck 
doll, is lovely, serene and more than a little 
bit terrifying. J Frias’ oil painting Abandon 
is of a used condom tossed on the ground, 
a surprisingly poignant reminder of forgot¬ 
ten passion. Allison Baker’s video Tiffany’s 
is a clunky block necklace sculpted out of 
cream that dissolves and streams down a 
woman’s bare shoulders like the world’s 
messiest pearl necklace. 

Shannon Willis’ video and sculpture 
site-specific installation Clusterf#ck 
doesn’t really belong in this exhibition. 

A woman with her face in a water pan, 
accompanied by shots of waves crashing 
and feet walking through surf, reflected 
and projected through layers of plastic 
sheeting and fabric, it’s mesmeric, but aside 
from the literal representation of “moist,” it 
has nothing to do with the show’s theme. 

The work described above is the best 
the gallery has to offer, and it’s more than 
a little disappointing that the remaining 
work isn’t adventurous or arousing enough 
to give the show more of a bang. The best 
work here isn’t about pubes and tits or 
spurting body fluids; it’s about suggestion, 
what we don’t see, with the lascivious 
pleasure centers of our brains filling in the 
gory details. That so few of the artists in 
the show “get” that is no surprise, but in 
the end it’s the difference between Georgia 
O’Keeffe and Hustler’s Beaver Hunt.

Turn Your Dead

V ikings sent their dead into the sea on 
a boat of flames. Zoroastrians leave 
theirs in special towers for vultures to con¬ 
sume; Hindus famously put the deceased 
on a funeral pyre. And in the U.S., we pump 
our faithful departed with formaldehyde 
and dress them up like they have some¬ 
where to go. No matter which culture, 
humankind takes care of those who have 
passed; its ceremonial, and necessary for 
both grieving and celebration. But recently, 
two companies are trying to change how 
we handle our dead, and its all about mak¬ 
ing life, and death, more natural. 

Bio Urn is a Spanish company that will 
ship you a cute little receptacle containing 
the seeds of a tree. In the bottom of the 
receptacle there's a place to pour your loved 
ones ashes and then you plantthe entire 
container in the ground. When the tree 
begins to root, the container will break and 
the roots will grow down through your loved 
one, giving the tree extra nutrients. This is 
probably the least-controversial, most-nat¬ 
ural method available and saves you from 
ever having a Big Lebowski moment 
A bit more... out there is a design by 
Capsula Mundi in Italy. Two artists have 
created a burial pod that attaches under¬ 
neath a tree seedling. Your loved ones 
body is folded into the fetal position and 
then placed inside the burial pod. This way, 
the tree is literally fed by your loved ones 
nutrients as he or she decomposes. The 
Capsula Mundi method faces problems 
however, as many laws prohibit you from 
burying an actual body in just any old place. 

Death will never be easy for those left 
behind, but the more creative ways that 
we learn to deal with it certainly helps. 
And involving a tree—the ultimate sym¬ 
bol of life and death—is a great way to 
do that. Besides, it's way better to fertil¬ 
ize your fruit trees with Grandma than 
disgusting, harmful pesticides, amiright?

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Polynesian-Style 

Master 

Lio Faamasino of A-Town Tattoo 


L io Faamasino didn’t start with a 
formal apprenticeship in tattoo¬ 
ing. He didn’t learn in a shop; 
he originally bought a machine 
to use out of his own home. Those details 
would make any veteran laugh someone 
out of a room, but Faamasino has proven 
doubters wrong. 

“I got my wife’s name tattooed on me 
by her brother when I was 21. From then 
on, I was addicted,” Faamasino says. “I 
started tattooing four years later because 
he was taking too long to tattoo me, so 
I figured I’d start myself. That didn’t 
work—I couldn’t really tattoo myself—but 
I started messing up my friends.” 

After tattooing out of his Carson garage 
for nearly a decade, Faamasino moved 
to one of the best Polynesian-style shops 
in OC, A-Town Tattoo in Garden Grove. 
While the style is often confused with 
“tribal” tattoos, the all-black, geometri¬ 
cally complex style often carries strong 
meaning and stories for those who wear 
it, particularly those with Polynesian heri¬ 
tage, such as the Samoan Faamasino. 

“It wasn’t because it was a part of my 
heritage, but getting my tatau [traditional 
Polynesian tattoo] here opened the door 
for me tattooing at this shop,” Faamasino 
says. “There are a whole lot of people who 
do Polynesian [tattoos] out of their house. 
But I think we’re the main shop for it in 
the county.” 

But Polynesian ink (sometimes tapped 
in by hand, although Faamasino uses a 
standard machine) isn’t the only way the 
enormous tattooer shares tales through 
his work. “I started by getting into graf-

fiti at 13, and the people I hung out with 
were older, so they knew about what was 
cool, and then they’d pass it down to me,” 
Faamasino says. “I never really stopped 
doing my lettering, but I didn’t think you 
could just do lettering all the time as a 
tattoo artist.” 

Over time, Faamasino learned that 
developing each letter is truly an art form. 
“People think lettering is just lettering,” 
he says. “They think it’s the same as just 
writing some words on someone’s skin. 
They don’t see the time I put into every 
letter. I’m always looking for new ways to 
do letters and words; I don’t want any two 
to be exactly the same.” 

His work soon drew the attention of 
Sullen Art Collective. “I design a lot of the 
writing for Sullen Clothing,” Faamasino 
says. “I started just sending them a bunch 
of my lettering on Facebook, and eventu¬ 
ally, they noticed me. I was in Sullen’s art 
show at Ink-N-Iron this year. It was my 
second ever, and I wanted everything to 
be perfect for that. It was cool, but it’s 
very different from tattooing.”

EDM’s Newest Fling 

Tropical house is hot now, but will it last?

T he first time I heard Kygo, it 
was as if I were breathing in 
fresh air after leaving a sauna. 
The song was a remix of Pas¬ 
senger’s “Let Her Go,” and I heard it just 
as I was getting to the peak of my jaded¬ 
ness with big-room house, well-known 
for its predictable build/drop formula and 
prominent place in mainstream EDM. 

Tropical house—sometimes referred to 
as melodic house—seemed to go with every¬ 
thing. Quickly, it became my go-to music 
for driving, writing, chilling out and cheer¬ 
ing up. It was the friendlier twin of deep 
house: light and happy, with steel drum-like 
sounds (reminiscent of The Little Mermaid’s 
“Under the Sea”) and saxophones, usually 
accompanied by low-key vocals. As Ultra 
Music’s Doug Christman put it to me, “Who 
doesn’t want to listen to music that reminds 
them of being on the beach?” 

Partially for this reason, tropical house 
has boomed during the past year. In 
October 2014, Norwegian tropical-house 
pioneer Kygo played the Fonda Theatre, a 
sold-out show with Hawaiian-shirted frat 
bros, casually dressed college kids, raver 
girls in spandex, and furries waving plastic 
flamingos and signs that said things such 


as “Let’s get tropical.” The next day—a 
Saturday—he played an afternoon party at 
Lure Nightclub in Hollywood. And Sunday 
night, he was back at the Fonda for another 
packed show. 

Now, tropical house is present at most 
major festivals, including CRSSD, which 
heavily featured tropical- and deep-house 
performers at its first iteration at San 
Diego’s Waterfront Park in mid-March. 

Put on by San Diego-based FNGRS CRSSD 
events company and heavyweight player 
Goldenvoice, the fest showcased a variety 
of deep house and the genres influenced 
by it, including tropical house (Bakermat, 
Thomas Jack) and future bass (Odesza, 
Giraffage). CRSSD headliners weren’t any 
of the usual suspects; instead, the fest opted 
for such prominent underground artists as 
Jamie Jones and Maceo Plex, leading to an 
incredibly mellow, laid-back atmosphere. 

This year’s Coachella also featured a 
special surprise appearance by Thomas 
Jack at the Do Lab, as well as a headliner 
spot on one of the smaller stages for Kygo. 
Thomas Jack, however, didn’t hit the 
tropical house too hard during his set. Ele¬ 
ments of the genre were mixed into a dif¬ 
ferent kind of underground sound—more 


on the side of future bass—representing 
either Jack’s take on tropical’s next phase 
or his effort to move past it. 

Kygo, for his part, played a really decent 
set. But that’s Kygo, who will always be 
“the tropical house guy,” the guy whom 
everyone else sounds like. No one is 
expecting anything else out of him. He 
was the first—at least in the LA area—to 
break the genre, so he gets a pass on most 
of the criticism. 

And there is criticism. 

For sure, dance music—especially the typ¬ 
ical dance music/EDM festival—is due for 
an overhaul. It’s no secret many fans have 
started hankering for something outside 
big-room house, and it seems as if there’s a 
demand for more festivals like CRSSD. 

These fans are also who are showing 
up to tropical-house concerts and stages. 
But there are also people who are over 
the hype. Common complaints I’ve heard 
all hit the same notes, ranging from “It all 
sounds the same” to “It’s boring” to “I’m 
just tired of it.” 

And these complaints have merit. 
Thinking back, I realized that in all of the 
situations when I’ve really loved tropical 
house—while driving, writing, chilling, 


etc.—I was listening to it as background 
music. This realization worries me: Back¬ 
ground music doesn’t sell concert tickets, 
and anything that doesn’t sell concerts has 
no chance in the musical Wild West that 
is Los Angeles. 

Clearly that’s not the case right now. Ven¬ 
ues are currently having no problem selling 
out tropical-house shows, and festivals use 
the genre’s names to draw massive crowds. 
But what happens when the fad ends? 

Tropical house is unusual in that it is 
a quick-to-mainstream genre, pushed by 
mainstream music labels (most promi¬ 
nently Ultra). However, aside from FNGRS 
CRSSD, there don’t seem to be any small 
events companies in Southern California 
promoting it. To be fair, tropical house is 
still so recent these groups maybe have yet 
to form. 

But in order for tropical house to out¬ 
last its moment in the mainstream and 
have time to grow and evolve into a fully 
fledged genre, it needs to have a healthy 
and substantial underground to retreat to. 
Otherwise, it won’t be much longer before 
everyone, not just the critics, is saying, 
“I’m just tired of it.”

Must-See PHILM 

Dave Lombardo’s band continues to roar across genres

F ar from being a typical three- 
piece anchored by a famous 
drummer, PHILM—the power 
trio forged by Dave Lombardo— 
is creatively audacious in its own right. 
The Los Angeles-based band is rounded 
out by vocalist/guitarist Gerry Nestler and 
Pancho Tomaselli on bass. Together, like 
eccentric laboratory scientists tweaking 
new concoctions, they explore new realms 
rooted in heavy, pulsating rock but daring 
enough to dabble in thrash and jazz. 

“If s definitely not a side project, if s a 
band,” Lombardo tells the Weekly. “We all 
have the same goal and are working hard in 
continuing the creative process.” The musi¬ 
cians are all-in on PHILM, with Lombardo 
departing from Slayer in 2013 and Tomaselli 
leaving as bassist for funk band WAR earlier 
this year. Hectic tour schedules no longer 
get in the way of their goals. ‘We made the 
decision to be able to focus 100 percent on 
our band once and for all,” Tomaselli says. 

PHILM is riding that dedicated momen¬ 
tum with the release of Fire From the Eve¬ 
ning Sun last September. If s a follow up to 
Harmonic, the band’s 2012 debut. This time 
around, the sound is less ethereal and acid¬ 
laden in favor of tighter audio bombard¬ 
ments. ‘We actually didn’t have any improvi¬ 
sation pieces on the record,” Lombardo says. 
“After Harmonic, I felt we needed to release 
an album that catered to fans that are into 
heavy music.” His drumming manifests that 
with rhythmic craftiness displayed through¬ 
out. Lombardo laid down all his tracks for 
the album’s 12 songs in one day, a feat that 
amazed Jackass cameraman Rick Kosick 
when filming PHILM in the studio. 

But with Fire From the Evening Sun 
there’s still plenty of room for experimenta¬ 
tion, including when “Corner Girl” morphs 
into trumpet-laced salsa sounds more fit for 
swinging hips than moshing in the pit. “It’s 
heavy, but very cinematic,” Lombardo adds, 
summing up the band. “It’s like Cream on 
steroids,” Tomaselli quips. 

PHILM’s spent the past half-year tak¬ 
ing the new album on the road in an effort 


to expand the reach of their five-year-old 
outfit. “The band is growing quick!” the 
drummer reports. A recent, grind-it-out 
tour overseas solidified PHILM’s chemis¬ 
try even more. “We did 19 shows in 20 days 
in Europe through snow and rain, really 
going against the elements, but we pre¬ 
vailed!” he says. Band members fell sick, 
but all shows went on without cancella¬ 
tion, and the ladies mixed into the crowds, 
a sure sign in the heavy rock scene of being 
on the right creative path. “If it becomes a 
sausage festival you know you’re not doing 
anything original,” Tomaselli jokes. 

Innovation is the foundation of PHILM. 
The ferocity of Lombardo’s drumming on 
his scaled down four-piece kit is comple¬ 
mented by key elements. Nestler’s style has 
a spoken word cadence on his verses before 
roaring in gut-wrenching screams come 
chorus time. “He’s obviously the voice but 
also the imagery of the band,” says Lom¬ 
bardo. “It’s almost like someone’s preaching 
to you from a tower.” The guitarist embel¬ 
lishes his poetry with effects-laden melo¬ 
dies giving PHILM its unearthly touch. 

And then there’s some of the best bass play¬ 
ing in heavy rock since Tim Commerford’s 
work with Rage Against the Machine. “It’s not 
because I’m the bass player that I say this,” 
Tomaselli qualifies, “but I think what gives it 
a lot of flavor is there are a lot of grooves and 
that’s what makes it interesting, too.” 

Bound together by a common cause, 
Lombardo wants PHILM to be a power 
trio that rocks the masses away from the 
seduction of simple synthetic pop hypnosis. 
Their mission is also welcomed in an era 
of all-too-predictable rock cliches. “What 
people going to the show are going to get is 
a high energy that’s a blend of rock, thrash 
and a little jazzy vibe, too,” Lombardo says. 
“The art of rock & roll is not dead.”

Bubbling Up 

A s with many kids, Wes Period had his eyes 
set on playing pro sports—basketball, in 
particular. Even as he played for his middle 
school team, his interest in music gradually 
began to surpass his hoop dreams. Period 
started dabbling with beats and bought a micro¬ 
phone, causing an internal schism that eventu¬ 
ally reached its boiling point when he was a 
sophomore in high school. 

"My first show with my high school band 
was on the same day as the first preseason 
basketball game of the year," the La Habra native 
recalls. "I left the game at halftime to go to my 
show. I never went back to basketball after that." 

The 24-year-old is the product of a mixed-race 
marriage. During his formative musical years, 
he was introduced to a variety of music from his 
parents, including traditional rock bands such 
as Elton John and Led Zeppelin and such soul 
favorites as Luther Vandross and Curtis Mayfield. 
His older half-brothers chipped in by playing him 
music from raps golden age such as Notorious 
B.I.G., Ma$e and 2Pac. 

After ditching his team, Period says, he found 
his passion and calling. Period used those early 
eclectic tastes when fronting that pop/punk 
band, Close But Not Quite. They played places 
such as the Chain Reaction, with its hardcore 
scene. Periods distinctive raps over the punk 
melodies helped the group find a moderate 
degree of success. After a few years, Period 
decided he wanted to pursue a solo career in 
hip-hop. 

"A lot of today's hip-hop is breaking the norm 
of what traditional hip-hop stereotypic ally is," 
he says. "I can understand how it sounds like 
the future, but at one point, it was the punkest 
shit that could be talking about suburban shit 
and your feelings. When we were coming up, it 
wasn't normal to do that." 

Over the past two months, Period's career has 
finally started to move forward exponentially. 

His latest song, "Champagne Champion," which 
was released by singles label Taste and Tone/

Atlantic, has caught on with rap fans for its soul¬ 
ful, bubbly vibe and served as an early anthem 
for the rapper. 

Despite the attention, he has remained 
grounded. Period continues to live with his 
mother in their mobile-home community in Brea. 
As a youth, he says, he was embarrassed by 
it, but now he wears it as a source of pride. 
"When I first moved back from Venice, I would 
have people drop me off by the 7-Eleven down 
the street," he says. "I wouldn't let people take 
me to my door. It was a crazy, humbling experi¬ 
ence and I embarrassed myself to know that 
I'd let something so small bother me. At the end 
of the day, I should be proud of where I live; it's 
crazy because it's such a high-school thing to be 
embarrassed of."

"I'm the product of being lucky and growing 
up in a cool area," he says. "I'm finishing up my 
first album, Late Bloomer, and I'm really excited 
about showing the world what I'm about."
